Boozer  and  company  arrived 
in  Provo  today  ready  to  trample 
anything  that  stands  in  the  way 
of  their  being  the  number  one 
team  in  the  nation.  The  Brig- 
ham Young  University  Cougars 
will  be  out  in  full  effort  to 
thwart  said  K-State  hopes  to- 
night at  8 p.m.  in  their  friendly 
fieldhouse  confines. 

Coach  Tex  Winter’s  club  isn't 
the  kind  of  team  the  Cougars 
would  like  to  cut  their  teeth  on 
this  early  in  the  season.  But  Cou- 
gar fans,  despite  the  fact  the 
home  team  appears  to  be  out- 
classed in  this  one,  will  turn  out 
in  large  numbers  to  see  how 
mountain  boys  fare  against  a na- 
tion power. 

Watt’s  youthful  club  will  be 
forced  to  cope  with  Bob  Booz- 
er, the  Wildcats’  6-8  all-Amer- 
ican. Boozer  teams  with  Wally-  I 
Frank,  also  6-8,  to  provide  one 
of  the  tallest  front  lines  in  col- 
lege ball. 

The  Wildcats  have  a typically 
rugged  team  that  is  capable  of 
matching  last  year’s  22-5  record. 
The  K-Staters  are  currently 
ranked  second  in  the  national 
polls,  and  are  also  defending 
champions  of  the  Big  Eight  con- 
ference. 

Key  man  in  the  back  court 
for  the  Staters  is  Don  Matuszak, 
a 6-0  senior  guard  who  keeps  the 
club  fired  up  and  working 
smoothly.
